(The laws are still on 
the books in several states, but 
are observed in the breach.)

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Choice Is Simple: 


Renewal or Decay 


Postponement by the Board of Alder- 
men of the decision on rezoning the old 
Egleston Hospital site for a low-rent pub- 
lic housing development will be a wise 
move in view of the heated dispute which 
has arisen. 


The proposed 350-unit project is mere- 
ly part of a package of 1,000 units of 
public housing deemed the minimum 
necessary in the program to relocate some 
10,000 families to be displaced by urban 
renewal. The U.S. Public Housing Ad- 
ministration insists’ that the other 650- 
unit project, proposed for a site near 


Hightower and Bankhead roads, also be’ 


included in relocation plans. 


Since the 1,000 units were the mini- 
mum accepted by the federal govern- 
ment in Atlanta’s urban renewal plan, 
blocking of either one or the other con- 
ceivably could block the entire renewal 
program. We cannot believe that Atlan- 
tans want this to happen. They have ac- 
cepted and believe in the necessity for 
slum clearance and redevelopment. 

We can understand the problems, real 
or imagined, of those directly affected in 
the renewal program. We can sympa- 
thize with them. But these are small in- 
deed compared with the consequences of 
continued blight and the spread of decay. 
Results of the latter in plain language 
will be utter chaos. 

While delays in getting renewal under 
way are regrettable, if the problems can 
be worked out in a period of a few weeks 
it will be better than stopping the pro- 
gram. : 

Meanwhile, the Board of Aldermen 
and all interests concerned must face up 
to the question of whether we are to go 
ahead with renewal or whether we want 
progressive decay. The whole future of 
the city depends on the answer. Surely 
that future requires some sacrifices and 
compromises of clashing interests for the 
good of all. 

Difficulties encountered thus far in 
relocation of displaced families have been 
overcome successfully. And satisfactory 
relocation is a proper requirement. After 
all, you cannot just turn people into the 
streets, But the relocation problem re- 
mains as the biggest threat to success of 
the whole program. 

So the Board of Aldermen and all the 
people of Atlanta must make up their 
minds to find ways to remove roadblocks 
to urban renewal or to prepare.to pay 
the price of slums and decay.

Networks Must Accept 
Own, Responsibilities 


While some of the clamor about the 
television scandals has subsided, the 
problem stays. There is still a need for 
a cleanup and for improving network 
practices and programs. 

Responsibility for doing so still rests 
squarely with the TV networks them- 
selves, a fact pointed out again the other 
daye by Dr. Frank Stanton, president of 
Columbia Broadcasting System. And Dr. 
Stanton finds the other network giant, 
NBC, goes along with him in saying, “We 
accept that responsibility.”’ 

How it is accepted and what posi- 
tive steps are taken in the next few 
weeks will determine what the federal 
government, fully supported by public 
opinion, will do in the way of firmer 
controls to protect the public. Unless tele- 
vision and. radio networks clean their 
own houses, public opinion will force 
strong public action. 

There are, of course, other factors. 
There are the stations, the producers, the 
advertisers and the advertising agencies. 
These, along with the networks, 
responsibility to the viewing public. The 
networks, however, must take the lead. 

The greatest failure in broadcasting 
has been a lack of responsibility on the 
part of the industry itself. Continued fail- 
ure will bring on strong and determined

America Is Becoming 


Nation of Homeowners 


America continues to become a nation 
of homeowners with great effect upon our 
economic and social’ patterns. This fact 
is brought out clearly in a recent study 
by the Federal Reserve Board of con- 
sumer finances. 

The board found that the number of 
homeowners has risen from 20 million 
early in 1949 to nearly 29 million 
_ at the beginning of this year, a rise of 44 
_ per t in a decade. As a result,’ a de- 
cided majority of American families now 
own their own homes—58 per cent of all 
non-farm families this year as compared 
with 51 per cent 10 years before. Home 
ownership ratio was never as high as 50 
per cent prior to World War II. 

The rise in home-ownership, of course, 
has been accompanied by a huge in- 
. erease in the levels of installment debt.

Total mortgage debt on non-farm, owner- 
occupied homes rose 73 billion dollars in 
the past decade to a total of 106 billions 
at the beginning of this year. Basic to 
this increase was availability of mortgage 
funds from the people’s savings insti- 
tutions. 


Rising population and family needs, 
expansion of personal incomes and the 
uptrend in standards of living could not 
have been translated into home-ownership 
except for the role of personal savings in 
thrift institutions, insurance policies and 
banks. 


Economists hope that a _ continued 
healthy economy will provide the neces- 
sary savings and mortgage funds for con- 
tinued expansion,

Pupil Placement Plan ° 
Or Close the Schools? 


There is time for all to study the pu- 
pil placement plan which the Atlanta 
school board, under court order, has filed 
for study. 


There is a hint that at least some leg- 
islators are willing to give it the neces- 
sary study. 


We are up against reality. The state 
laws which the Legislature passed are 
similar to those already knocked down in 
other states, Virginia and Arkansas among 
them, as unconstitutional. 


It is important to know what the Su- 
preme Court has said. In plain language 
it has declared that no plans of evasion 
or any laws designed to thwart the 1954 
decision will be allowed to stand. 


It is a tragedy that the fanatics and 
the more extreme voices continue to 
deceive the people of the state in charg- 
ing that an attempt is being made to inte- 
grate Atlanta schools. This is wholly false. 
The contrary is true. Attorney for the At- 
lanta board has been and is B. D. (Buck) 
Murphy, a die-hard opponent of the court 
decision. He has guided the board, which 
has resisted through every known legal 
means. 


Mr. Murphy knows that the decision 
is one of a placement law, which controls 
entry of qualified students, or no public 
schools at all. State laws give no pro- 
tection. They will stand only until tested 
in the federal courts. Mr. Murphy, whose 
distaste for the Supreme Court is strong, 
still is not willing to deceive the people 
of Atlanta or the state with false state- 
ments. 


The NAACP has announced it will 
challenge the pupil placement plan sent 
to the court by the school board. This is 
routine. The courtAtself will look at the 
plan and will dét@ijfne whether it is con- 
stitutional. 

The Legislature, we hope, will keep 
first in mind the children. There is no 
reason why those school boards, con- 
fronted with a decision, should not be al- 
lowed to do what, they can to carry out 
court orders. This would save other areas 
of the state from similar suits for a long 
time to come. Some of them could “buy” 
years of time. simply by enabling cities 
under court order to comply with a place- 
ment law. 


This would be good politics. It is mor- 
ally right. It also is the only course open 
if education is to be saved.

British Socialists Face 


Change or Extinction 


A follow-up to Britain’s recent elec- 
tion in which the Labor Party sound- 
ly was defeated has come out of the So- 
cialist Party’s, meeting to determine its 
future. 


The chairman, Hugh Gaitskell, led 
off by declaring that the Socialist Party 
must revamp its policies and discard na- 
tionalization. It no longer fitted today’s 
industrial development, he said, when 
hired managers run industries, not own- 
ers. He is for supervisory laws, not na- 
tionalization. - 

For this he vigorously was attacked 
by left-wing leaders in the party, all of 
whom had been defeated in attempts to 
win seats in the Commons. 

But when the vote was taken, the 
man regarded as the most radicak of all, 
Anuerin Bevan, swung his strength be- 
hind the moderate view and refused to as- 
sist those wanting the party to go further 
to the political and economic left. In the 
election to the party board the candidate 
representing the extreme left was de- 
feated. Bevan, to be sure, disagreed with 
Gaitskell on some major points, including 
nationalization of key industries. But ne 
did not wish to go to extremes. 

This means that British Socialists, 
like those of Germany, will not set out 
to produce a pragram which they hope 
will attract young voters and the inde- 
pendents, . |

ing nuclear tests if he knew what 
he was talking about, the gover- 
nor corrected the reporter's state- 
ment, pointed out that Nixon had 
suggested that Rockefeller did not 
have all the facts and agreed that 
as a governor he might not have 
had all the facts. Rockefeller 
could easily have been goaded 
into a feud on that one but wasn't. 

This kind of thing is not all one- 
sided by any means. There are 
Nixon devotees who both imply 
and sometimes say openly that 
Rockefeller is not quite bright, 
that everything about him is 
“synthetic.” That word crops up 
often among pro-Nixon people. 

There are also dark whispers— 
easily heard across the room— 
that Rockefeller is plotting to 
“buy” the nomination, that 
tockefeller is not really a Re- 
publican at all, that the ‘‘Rocke- 
feller interests’’ are putting peo- 
ple on payrolls like mad for later 
use in the campaign. 

Nixon and Rockefeller will need 
to restrain themselves and their 
supporters if they are to avoid a 
kind of humiliating battle which 
could end up making the next Re- 
publican nominee no more than 
titular leader of the party. 


That is the first duty 


of every preacher. One may talk about history, discuss the events of 
the day, reveal his knowledge of other things and give an interesting 
sermon but it is only the gospel which really has power. 


The word ‘‘gospel’’ comes from 
two Greek words which mean 
‘good news” and that is what the 
gospel is.

But to pro- 
claim the fact that there is a 
Saviour who can make the world 
good and can redeem a man from 
his sins, that is the gospel. When 
the gospel is preached it is a 
message of assurance and hope. 
It gives men a new faith, joy and 
peace. 

A very capable and highly re- 
spected scientist recently was 
telling me about some of the new 
drugs which are available to help 
those who are mentally disturbed. 
I thanked God for what is being 


done in this field. That scientist 


also said to me, ‘“‘We will never 
discover any drugs which can 
bring peace to a human life such 


_as the peace I myself have found 


at the altar of our church.’ The 
gospel does work wonders. 

I could introduce you to a man 
who- was bankrupt both financial- 
ly and in his life. The courts had 
taken what he had to apply on his 


debts and in his heart he felt only 


, 


despair. He started going to a 
church which uses as its theme 
song on Sunday nights the little 
chorus, “‘Only believe, only be- 
lieve, all things are possible, only 
believe.” The sermons pro- 
claimed the gospel that no man is 
hopeless, that there is a solution 
to every problem. These great 
truths began to take hold of that 
man’s miiid. I can tell you that he 
made a new start; now he has 
paid off every cent he owed. He 
has a good life. 

We know of those who were 
heavily burdened by a load of 
guilt. They knew they had done 
wrong and felt bitter remorse. 
Then they heard the true gospel 
of forgiveness, believed, accepted 
its truths, met the conditions and 
found that their sins were taken. 
away, the guilt removed and a 
new chance was theirs. 

There are those who think 
preaching is silly, that listening to 
a sermon is a waste of time, that 
going to chureh is not worth the 
effort—but when the gospel -is 
truly preached it has great pow- 
er; it always does good. In this

U.S. Judge Orders Schools 
To Try Again by March 15 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va. (#—A federal judge Tues- 
day rejected the Newport News pupil placement plan 
as “nothing short of contemptuous” and directed the 
school board to submit a new plan by March 15. 


Judge Walter E. Hoffman told 
the Newport News school board 
and the state pupil placement 
board they will face contempt 
proceedings if they persist in de- 
nying qualified Negroes admission 
to white schools. 


The plan rejected by Hoffman, 
consisting of.one paragraph, said 
merely that all pupil assignments 
would be left up to the pupil 
placement board. Hoffman said 
the new plan he ordered must be

Jones, former director of the 
motor fuel tax refund unit, is 
charged with obtaining thousands 
of dollars in state funds by hav- 
ing refund checks issued to non- 
existent firms. 


TRIED ON 6 COUNTS 


He is being tried on a six-count 
indictment which carries a pen- 
alty of two to seven years on 
each count upon conviction. 


Williams, who faces trial here 
on a charge of conspiring to de- 
fraud the state by using state 
employes to do personal work 
for him, testified he approved mo- 
tor fuel tax refund requjsitions 
submitted by Jones on the basis 
of Jones’ approval. 


Williams was accompanied at 
the Fulton Superior Court trial 
by his attorney, William Hall. 


Assistant Sol. Gen. Carl E. 
Copeland told the jury at the 
outset of the case Tuesday that 
the state expected to prove Jones 
authorized refunds on six oc- 
casions — totalling about $17,000 
— to the “Morgan Transfer and 
Storage Co.,”’ which had. never 
paid motor fuel taxes to the 
state.

Decatur Woman Writes 


Novel tor Teen-Agers

Vicki Jones dashed breathless- 
ly into her classroom at’ Midway 
school to proudly explain to 
her teacher: 


“The-reas on-my-hair-is-so- 
messy-t h i s-morning-is-that-my 
mother-h a d-to-catch-a-plane-to- 


‘ New-York-to-have-dinner-with-a- 


literary-agent-a n d-t w o-editors- 
*cause-she-wrote-a-book-for-teen- 
agers - and - its - gonna’-be-pub- 
lished-right-away!”’ 


It was a single sentence that 
left Vicki even more breathless. 
And into it was packed the pride 
and love of a 10-year-old for 
her talented mother. 


Indirectly, Vicki inspired her 
mother’s first novel, “‘The Won- 
derful World Outside,” a sen- 
sitive and refreshing book with 
special appeal fer teen-age girls. 
Just off the presses of Dodd, 
Mead & Co., the novel won Mrs. 
Dorothy Holder Jones the pub- 
lisher’s summer literary award, 
and a condensation of it ap- 
pears in the current issue of a 
national teen magazine. 


Although she’s been writing 
for years (Mrs. Jones’ first lit- 
erary effort was a ‘“‘seque}” 
to “Heidi,” which she penned 
at the age of nine), it was not 
until this year that she ap- 
proached the world of teen- 
agers with her plots-and-pens. 


“TI frequently brought juvenile 
novels home for my children 
(Mr. and Mrs. Jones also have 
a son, Bryan, 13) to read,”” the 
author explained. ‘Usually, 


they were the same books I read 
as I was growing up. I assumed 
my children would love them 
as I did.” 


But time after time, the books 
were put aside after only a 
few pages had been read. The 
Jones youngsters dismissed 
them as being “awfully dull for 
us.” 


Mrs. Jones soon realized there 
seems to be a drought of con- 
temporary juvenile novels. 


‘Parents bemoans the vio- 
lence of TV, the influence of 
comic books on our young peo- 
ple,” she observed, “‘but the 
books we select for them to 
read are those we were inter- 
ested in. There seem to be too 
few that keep the interest of 
the modern teen-ager.” 


So she settled down—between 
household choses—to ‘‘do some- 
thing worthwhile” in that field. 
“The Wonderful World Outside” 
is the result. 


The Texas-born writer, a di- 
minutive brunette with flashing 
dark eyes and a winsome smile, 
laboriously penned stories and 
essays (many of which kept her 
at the head of her English 
classes) during her teen years. 
For a while, her love for art, 
and a talent with brush and 
palette, lured her from the pad 
and pencil. 

“I attended 13 schools in Tex- 
as, Kansas and Georgia,” she 
recalled. “I found plenty to 
write about in all of them.’’ 

A graduate of Girls High 


School in Atlanta, Mrs. Jones 
studied commercial art for a 
while at Georgia Evening Col- 
lege. After she married Thom- 
as A. Jones Jr. she spent “a 
fascinating year” living in sev- 
eral states to be near him while 
he was in service. She worked 
in a plastic factory, served as 
a government clerk and recep- 
tionist for the Civil Service.

Jones teamed his hobby of pho- 
tography with his wife’s pen 
work which appeared in many 
trade journals. 


In the back of her mind was 
always the dream of writing a 
book. 


But Mrs. Jones still does not 
see herself as a career wom- 
an. And, until recently, her 
family never really considered 
her a writer. 


Her typewriter vies with pots, 
pans and the kitchen range for 
attention, with Mrs. Jones lim- 
iting her writing to “between 
chores.” 


“During the summer when 
the children are not in school,” 
she said, “I don’t even try to 
write. Other months, any time 
I can get in a couple of hours 
of writing, I consider it a good 
day’s work.

Stale jokes about dumb guards and brainless blocking backs 
notwithstanding, coaches and most unbiased educators will vouch 
for the fact that brains and brawn are not at all incompatible. In 

fact, they are the “going steady” kind. 


If you will dig into the background of most 
outstanding high school athletes, you will dis- 
cover they are above average in the classroom, 
are youngsters of character and quite likely are 
leaders in church affairs. 


In collecting information on many athletes 
at this “‘all-star picking time,’ three such ath- 
letes have been called to our attention. And it 
is always heartwarming to learn that a star 
athlete rates high in the “‘character league,"’ too. 


The three I have in mind at the moment are 
Len Hauss, Wayne County’s great fullback; Billy 
Curry, College Park’s tremendous center, and 
Howard Daughtry, who scored 116 points and rushed for about 170 
yards per game for Brooks County after being converted from 
tackle. 


Coach John Donaldson at Jesup says of Hauss, 6-2, 198-pound 
senior fullback who scored 72 points this year: ‘“This boy is not 
only the finest all-round football player in south Georgia—with 10 
colleges on his trail—but he has averaged around 92 in his grades 
during his high school career, is an intelligent, modest boy and 
active in church affairs. 


Charlie Reb«rts 


“Len is the most vicious tackler I’ve seen in high school— 
averaged 10 tackles a game. He made all-state last year, and if 
there ever was an All-American high school player, he is one of 
them. We've had three All-Americans at Jesup, and Hauss is ae | 
to or better than any of them. He’s been a regular almost through- 
out, high school and is certainly aptly named. Football-wise he’s a 
real ‘Hoss.’ As a boy, he’s tops.” 


Of Curry, 6-2, 205-pound defensive whiz, Coach Bill Badgett 
had almost the same thing to say. “Bill is not only one of the 
finest football players we have had, but a straight B student, a 
real leader on the campus and active in his church. Eight of our 
College Park boys are playing college football now—one e{ them 
tackle Larry Lancaster at Georgia—and Curry will rank with the 
best we ever had. That probably was tackle Roland Perdue, who 
later captained the University of North Carolina team.”’ 


In checking with Jack Pollock in Quitman about Daughtry, he 
took time out from proclaiming the 6-2, 185-pound junior as the 
greatest football player extant to note that Daughtry also is a 
straight A student and a lad of unusually good character.

Spires is an exceptional all-round athlete, batting .338 for 
3 years as a pitcher-shortstop—he was 5-0 on the mound—has aver- 
aged 17.2 points per basketball game and is expected to eclipse 
Hughes’ all-time career scoring record in the coming season. 
Spires’ football ‘‘battery mate,”’ 5-9, 128-pound Donnie Moore, has 
been equally amazing. He completed 56 of 98 passes for 878 yards, 
8 TDs and 7 extra points although throwing long most of the time, 
trying to hit the “home run.”’ Says Steiner, ‘‘This is remarkable 
when ore considers our porous line which attempted to protect 
Moore. Donnie had to be absolutely intrepid when fading to pass. 
He took his life into his hands, and I had misgivings concerning 
his physical welfare.”

Cobb Schools Enjoy 


Banner Grid Season

Is this the season for a Cobb County school to win a state 
football championship for the first time in history? 


Maybe yes, maybe no, but as Marietta High and North Cobb of 
Acworth gird for north Georgia championship battles against Brown 
and Dade County Friday night, the Cobbs already are assured 
their most successful of all grid seasons. 


With six football-playing schools in the county, Cobb teams 
have won three championships. French Johnson’s Marietta Blue 
Devils, who take on Brown's Johnny Rebs at Grady Friday, won 
the Region 4-AAA title. Albert Matthews’ North Cobb Indians 
went all the way in 3-C, and South Cobb of Austell, coached by 
M. E. Kirkland, captured the 4-AA West crown before falling to 
Gainesville in the playoffs. 


Those three neighboring elevens rolled up a magnificent 26-5-1 
won-lost-tied composite record. Marietta, with fabulous Johnny 
Sinclair and free-wheeling Ronnie Myrick running wild, is 104-1 to 
date. North Cobb, with unrelated Davis boys named Richie and 
Terry doing the big football moving job, is 8-2. South Cobb, with 
Jackie Hines and Jerome Prince the offensive leaders, finished 8-3. 


Milford Young coached R. L. Osborne, competing in 1-A, to a 
7-3-0 season in its third year of competition. The Cardinals’ only 
losses were to three of the state’s strongest Class A teams, Carroll- 
ton, Forest Park and Jonesboro

And North Cobb will also move from C into B 
or A. McEachern, which began football on a modified basis this 
season and posted a 4-2 record on a B schedule basis, may possibly 
elect to play a region schedule next season. 


It is easy to see why football is taking over as Cobb's most 
popular sport. Estimated attendance to all home games for the 
six county schools is 130,000 fans, with each school showing a sub- 
stantial increase. 


Marietta’s quest of the north Georgia crown against Brown 
will be its fourth in 10 years. The Blue Devils won Class A region 
crowns in 1948 and 1949, losing each time in the playoffs to De- 
catur. And in 1957, they were turned back by Northside, 6-0, after 
a bitter struggle at Grady. 


North Cobb will be going for its second north Georgia title in 
three years Friday at Acworth. The Indians dumped Menlo for 
the 1957 crown but lost to Pooley Hubert’s powerful Gary Glover-
